Films «cheduled to be shown' to youitg people at this gathering are designated as SCEF films, NEWSREEI 

films, atid APPALACHIAN VOLUNTEERS films. 

Workshops are scheduled to kick off a drive for "Appalachian Studies" in Appalachian schools to complement 

the "Black Studies'* agitation already repugnantly familiar to other areas. 

SCEF stands for "Southern Conference Educational Fuiid'% perhaps the most widely exposed communist 
front in America. Under the name of ''Southern Conference for Human Welfare" as well as its present na. 
it has been cited as ^'conceived, financed, and set up hy the Communist Party to promote communism in fl 
South'!, (See House Committee on Un-American Activities [HUAC], and House Committee pn internal Seer 
ity [HCISJ reports .... write your Congressman.) 

NEWSREEL is, in its own words, a "political propaganda organization". It has been "politically active*' ii 
practically every riot staged by the "movement" in recent years. NEWSREEL films depict the Viet Cong j 
Castro, the Black Panthers, etc. as heroes; and the U. S. "Imperialist" government and its "fascist" police a 
the enemy.
